EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should 
the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: regarding Independent Claim 54, the prior art of 
record does not disclose a roof truss with a first chord with a 
connector strap mounted to it, where the strap has an offset 
portion forming a recess between the first and second ends of 
the strap, the second end of the strap is connected to a second 
chord, and the truss having a third chord member orthogonal to

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the first and second chord members, where the third chord 
intersects the first and second chords and the third chord is at 
least partially received in the recess of the connector. Claims 
55-68 are dependent claims that ultimately depend from Claim 54.
